SHOCK AT 
CLOSURE 

Twenty years of help ends as charity runs out of money 


A CHARITY that has been supporting 
the most vulnerable residents for more 
20 years has closed. 

Oxfordshire Benefits Advice, formerly 
Banbury Benefits Advice, based in Borough 
House, Marlborough Road, Banbury, closed 
on August 31 after its funding ran out. 

The centre specialised in giving people 
free advice about the benefits they were 
entitled to, and supported them through any

appeal process. Yvonne Cox, who took over 
as the chairman of the charity in January, 
said: "It has closed. Quite simply, it was a 
charity and it ran out of money." 

The closure comes as figures show more 
than 1 60 charities have been wound up 
across the county in the past two-and-a-half 
years. 

Government figures show 61 charities 
ceased to exist in 2010, 71 in 2011, and so 
far 34 have gone this year. 

Ms Cox said the benefits advice 
centre had raised cash itself, and 
had received some funding from 
Oxfordshire County Council and 
Sanctuary Housing. 

She said the service was 
"crucially important" to people. 
Ms Cox, also a director of co¬ 
operative The Oxfordshire 
Wheel, which supports disabled 
people, said: "It was important for 
people wanting help as it gave 
face-to-face contact and the time 
to talk them through and support 
them. 

"There's a local citizens advice 
bureau that's funded by local 
councils and that's where I would 
advise people to go." 

It is feared the closure of the benefits 
advice centre will put more 

pressure on the town's two 


other advice centres, the town's citizens 
advice centre and Age UK. 

Meanwhile, councillors have raised 
concerns that some of the town's most 
vulnerable people could face problems 
when changes to the welfare system are 
brought in. 

In a bid to raise awareness of the key 
work the centre did, Labour councillors 
have put forward a motion which will go 
before Banbury Town Council next week. 

It says: "This council notes with regret the 
demise of the Oxfordshire Advice Centre in 
Banbury. 

"This particularly at a time when it is 
predicted some of our poorest and most 
vulnerable citizens will be adversely 
affected by imminent welfare reforms." 

Town and district councillor Sean 
Woodcock said he had tried to contact the 
service several weeks ago but had had no 
response. 

Mr Woodcock said: "It's quite sad to see 
the loss of the service, especially when 
unprecedented changes to the welfare 
system will affect a lot of local people. 

Many do not even know if they will be 
affected. It will put more pressure on the 
CAB and Cherwell District Council." 

It is understood Oxfordshire Benefits 
Advice was set up as Banbury Benefit 
Advice in the 1990s by the late Brian 
Neighbour. 

It moved to larger offices at Borough 
House, Banbury, in 2009, as it had 
outgrown its previous offices.

Town parade 
marks battle 
anniversary

CROWDS lined the streets of Banbury for a 
parade of military personnel and civic leaders 
to mark the anniversary of the Battle of 
Britain. 

The Battle of Britain, which took place from July to 
October 1940, saw a major air battle for Britain's 
skies and resulted in a British victory as the Luftwaffe 
failed to take out the country's air defences. 

The Air Training Corps band led the parade from 
Banbury Town Hall to St Mary's Church for a service 
on Sunday. 

Among those taking part was Flight Lieutenant 
William Holmes, 90, of Enstone — a recipient of the 
Distinguished Flying Cross. 

He read the poem High Flight, which was written 
by a young American pilot who joined the Canadian 
Airforce and took part in the Battle of Britain but did 
not survive. 

He said of the parade: "It was well attended as it 
always is and it was dry, although the sun did not 
shine. 

"It used to be organised by the Banbury branch of 
the Royal Air Forces Association, of which I am 
president, but it got a bit much for us so the district 
council took it over, which ensures it will go on. 

"The atmosphere was very good." Former bomber pilot FI Lt William Holmes DFC 



Beating back the rogue traders 


DOORSTEP crimes in 
Oxfordshire have fallen by eight 
per cent over the last year. 

The county bucked the 
national trend with a drop in 
reported incidents of rogue 
traders from 524 between April 
2010 and April 2011 to 480 the 
following year. 

The change has been hailed 
as a victory by the trading 
standards service and Thames 
Valley Police. 

Richard Webb, acting head of 
trading standards, said: "While it 


is pleasing to see a small 
decline in the number of 
doorstep crimes in Oxfordshire 
last year, it is still worrying that 
more than one a day is still 
reported to us. 

"We are obviously 
approaching this in the right 
way to buck the national trend, 
but there is still a lot more work 
to do. Behind every incident is a 
person and often the impact of 
these crimes is much more than 
just financial." 

In the past year the joint 


Doorstep Crime Team - which 
sees trading standards and 
police work together - said they 
saved Oxfordshire residents 
£133,383, a slight increase on 
the previous year's total of 
£127,766. 

County councillor Judith 
Heathcoat said: "The team is an 
example of best practice and 
other local authorities visit the 
team to see how they work."

Shop raid 
robber to 
be jailed 

ONE of the men involved in a 
robbery at a jeweller's has 
admitted the offence. 

Jimmy Stringer was tackled 
to the ground by a member of 
the public after the raid on 
the Michael Jones shop in 
Banbury High Street last 
Tuesday. 

The 23-year-old, of 
Maryland Walk, Popham 
Street, Islington, appeared at 
Oxford Crown Court and 
admitted one count of 
robbery. 

He was remanded in 
custody and told to expect a 
lengthy prison sentence when 
he is sentenced on November 
9. 

Three other men were 
arrested and will answer 
police bail on October 21. 

Firefighters 
tackle blaze 

A TOASTER sparked a house 
fire which took 50 
firefighters more than three 
hours to extinguish. 

Firefighters were called 
just after 1pm on Saturday to 
reports of a cooker fire in a 
house in Lyneham, near 
Chipping Norton. 

The blaze spread to the 
first floor and firefighters 
were forced to create holes 
in the roof to tackle the fire. 

Eight fire engines and 
about 50 firefighters were 
sent to bring the fire under 
control. 

The fire was finally 
extinguished by 4pm. 

Incident Commander, 
Group Manager Jason 
Crapper, said: "The fire is 
believed to have started in a 
toaster and was discovered 
by the occupier of the house 
who was alerted by a smoke 
alarm. 

"The occupier did attempt 
to tackle the fire without 
success and was fortunate 
not to have been injured." 

Blast danger 
evacuations 

FAMILIES were evacuated 
from their homes so 
firefighters could battle a 
potentially explosive blaze. 

The fire service was called 
to an outbuilding in Enstone 
Road, Little Tew, at 2pm on 
Monday and discovered 
cylinders on fire. 

The cylinders contained 
acetylene, which can explode 
even after the heat source is 
removed. 

Residents were evacuated 
- and some spent the night in 
hotels as the fire service and 
police set up a 200m cordon 
around the blaze. Roads 
through the village, which is 
near Chipping Norton, were 
also closed. 
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MP says plan for thousands of homes will define boundaries 


BANBURY MPTony Baldry has backed 
plans for thousands of new homes in 
Cherwell district. 

The Conservative said Cherwell 
District Council's "local plan" - which 
is out for consultation - would see off 
"opportunist" housing plans. 

The council hopes that by 
earmarking sites for 16,750 homes up 
to 2031, it will have a good reason to 
refuse any other major schemes. 

Sites for Banbury include 1,050 


homes at Canalside, to the west of the 
train line by Bridge Street in Banbury 
town centre. 

It also proposes 800 homes at 
Hardwick Farm either side of Southam 
Road, 400 west of Bretch Hill and 400 
at "Bankside" off Oxford Road. 

Sir Tony said the plan "seeks to 
define clear boundaries for Banbury" 
and will combat "outward expansion 
in every direction". 

He said he hoped issues over land 


ownership and private sector backing 
could get the Canalside plan off the 
ground. 

He said "significant amounts" of 
former Ministry of Defence land gave 
Bicester the chance of a "coherent and 
sensible" housing plan. 

The plan backs 1,794 "eco town" 
homes to the north west of the town. 
650 off the Middleton Stoney road 
roundabout and more than 2,000 
either side of the A41 roundabout to 


the south east of the town. But Mr 
Baldry said homes must be matched by 
jobs. 

And he said villages - to take almost 
700 homes - should use new 
"localism" powers to influence how 
many homes each takes. 

Some of the district sites have 
proved controversial, including a new 
campaign by Hanwell Fields 
Development Action Group. 


Broadcaster hits switch to hail end of manufacturer's development 


Plant production starts 


after £3m investment

A NEW factory manufacturing plant pots has 
officially gone into production. 

The switch was thrown on the machinery at the 
Stewart plant in Banbury by broadcaster Pippa 
Greenwood, marking the end of a nine-month 
development project involving 30 local and national 
contractors. 

Stewart took over the huge complex on the 
Beaumont Industrial Estate earlier this year after 
deciding to switch its headquarters operation to the 
town from Croydon, Surrey. 

The move has involved a £3m investment by the 
firm, which also makes products for the catering and 
aerospace industries, and more than 70 workers have 
either transferred over or been recruited locally. A 
further 30 staff will be recruited for seasonal work. 

Group chief executive Richard Butler said: "We are 
delighted to have completed this move. 

"It means we can invest in world-beating products 
and manufacturing processes and consolidate our 
position as a UK manufacturer for many years to 


"The Banbury location is also ideal for distribution 
and logistics." 

Stewart, founded in 1945, makes moulded plastic 
products including plant pots, propagators, 
composters and water butts - as well as food storage 
units and components for aerospace. 

It exports its garden products to EU markets, 
including France and Spain, while its catering division 
is expanding in Germany, Belgium and Holland. 

The 1 78,000 sq ft building has been taken on a 15- 
year lease and is on the site of a former tea 
warehouse that burned down in the 1970s. It was 
rebuilt and occupied until recently by DHL.

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War hero 
deserves 
place on 
memorial 



■ Campaign by Victoria Cross Trust to honour man who was decorated for bravery 


THEIR names are set in stone to remind 
generations to come of the ultimate 
sacrifice they gave - their lives, for our 
freedom. 

But in Chipping Norton, one hero will soon be 
forgotten if action is not taken. 

George Ravenhill, who was given a Victoria 
Cross for his brave actions in the Boer War and 
died as a result of his injuries in the First World 
War, is not named on the Chipping Norton war 
memorial, despite living in the town at the time 
he was called up for service.

Now the Victoria Cross Trust is campaigning to 
get his name immortalised in stone. 

Gary Stapleton, chairman of the trust, said: 

"It's quite a sad story. George Ravenhill was one 
of only a handful of people to have his Victoria 
Cross taken off him. 

"It seems after the Boer War he was convicted 
of stealing some lead. 

"His children went to live in America we 


think, and he came to live in Chipping Norton. 
He was living there when he went to fight in the 
First World War." 

The awards of eight Victoria Cross recipients 
were forfeited between 1861 and 1908, 
including Mr Ravenhill's. But after an 
impassioned campaign by the sister of Victoria 
Cross recipient James Coll is, who was convicted 
of bigamy, King George V decided to reinstate 
all forfeited VCs in 1920, saying "even if a man 
was hanged for murder, he should be allowed to 
wear his VC on the scaffold". 

Mr Stapleton said he believed Mr Ravenhill's 


VC would have been reinstated by the time he 
died as a result of his war wounds and, 
according to Commonwealth War Graves 
Commission processes, he should be on the 
Chipping Norton War Memorial. 

He said: "Regardless of whether he had his 
Victoria Cross or not, this man died as a result 
of his injuries from the First World War, and he 
should be on the memorial of the town where 
he lived." 

Mr Stapleton said he did not know whether 
the soldier had any family in the area, but that 
the trust would be interested to hear from them

COURAGE SHOWN 
WHILE UNDER FIRE 


AN EXTRACT from the London 
Gazette , dated June, 4, 1901, reveals 
how Mr Ravenhill was awarded his 
VC. 

It reads: “At Colenso, on the 15th 
December, 1899, Private Ravenhill 
went several times, under a heavy 
fire, from his sheltered position as 
one of the escort to the guns, to 
assist the officers and drivers who 
were trying to withdraw the guns of 
the 14th and 66th Batteries, Royal 
Field Artillery, when the detachments 
serving them had all been killed, 
wounded or driven from them by 
infantry fire at close range, and 
helped to limber up one of the guns 
that were saved.”

if he did. 

He said he had written to the town council to 
see what efforts could be made to have Mr 
Ravenhill's name inscribed on the memorial. 

Chipping Norton Town Council, which is 
partly responsible for the memorial, said it 
would look into the history of Mr Ravenhill. 

Neville Edwards, branch secretary of the 
Chipping Norton British Legion, said: "We as a 
branch will be investigating this and if it is the 
case that he should be on there and is not, we 
will certainly make efforts to make sure his 
name is put on the memorial." 

A spokesman for the Commonwealth War 
Graves Commission said Mr Ravenhill, a 
member of the Duke of Cornwall's Light 
Infantry, was buried at Witton Cemetery, in 
Birmingham.

AN ENGLISH teacher and clinical psychologist from 
Japan visited a school where one in three pupils are 
dyslexic to learn about teaching methods.

The Tokyo-based teacher said she was impressed with 
how the Sibford Ferris school worked with dyslexic 
pupils.

I met at Sibford were. 

"In Japan, pupils with dyslexia are treated as second- 
class citizens and their confidence is removed. 

"I am taking many resources and many different 
teaching methods back with me, which I look forward 
to putting into practice." 

Dyslexic pupils follow the main school timetable 
thanks to specialist support, the school said. 

Head of support for learning Helen Farley said: 

"Meeting Tomoko was quite an eye opener. 

"Children with learning difficulties in Japan are 
probably treated like they were here some 40 years 
ago. 

"Tomoko has an uphill struggle and we were 
delighted that we were able to help her by showing 
how, with support, children can go from strength to 
strength."

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Lowest survival rate in country for cardiac arrests 


OXFORDSHIRE'S ambulance service 
has the worst cardiac survival rate 
when compared to all other 
ambulance trusts. 

The South Central Ambulance 
Service (SCAS) has an out of hospital 
cardiac arrest survival rate of 10.8 
per cent. 

The trust, which covers 
Oxfordshire, Buckinghamshire, 
Berkshire and Hampshire, ranks 
bottom of 12 trusts. 

London has the best survival rate in 
the country, with 31.7 per cent of 
cases surviving. 

It is the first time all ambulance 
services in England have measured 


the survival rate and the figures were 
published by the Department of 
Health. 

SCAS said it was continuing to 
improve survival rates. 

A spokesman said: "SCAS is aware 
of the real challenges that exist for all 
English ambulance services in 
obtaining reliable data on survival 
rates from cardiac arrest after 
patients are discharged from hospital. 

"This means it's hard to make 
direct performance comparisons until 
each ambulance service is able to get 
robust data back from all hospitals. 

"SCAS is very focused on ensuring 
that we work together with our 


partners in all our emergency 
departments to continue to improve 
cardiac arrest survival rates." 

County councillor Dr Peter Skolar, 
the chairman of the Oxfordshire joint 
health overview and scrutiny 
committee, said he did not think the 
figures were an accurate reflection of 
how well the service was doing. 

He said: "There is a very simple 
answer to this. 

"The population SCAS serves has 
more elderly people. 

"By 2016 we will have more over 
85s than under fives. 

"The other problem we have got is 
that we don't have enough 


(volunteer) first responders here." 

Volunteer community first 
responders aim to bridge the gap 
between the 999 call and an 
ambulance arriving by offering vital 
help, and can make the difference 
between life and death. 

Every minute a cardiac arrest 
patient is left without first aid slices 
10 per cent off their chances of 
survival. 

Dr Skolar said: "First responders 
have defibriliators and they can 
actually save lives. 

"I would query whether SCAS is 
performing badly because I don't 
believe it. 11 


■ Force praised for tackling criticisms on use of power 


Less racial disparity 
in searches by police 


OXFORDSHIRE police are no longer under surveillance for stopping and 
searching too many people from minorities groups. 

Thames Valley Police agreed to cut searches by September this year after being threatened 
with legal action by the Equalities and Human Rights Commission in 2010. 

The commission said the force had "demonstrated significant and persistent race 
differences" in its use of the stop and search powers. 


But last month the force was released 
from the agreement as the commission said 
it was satisfied with what it had done to 
tackle the problem. 

Assistant Chief Constable Richard Bennett 
said: "This is an issue that the force has 
taken extremely seriously and we are 
pleased that the commission has agreed to 
end the legally-binding agreement slightly 
earlier than expected. The power to stop and 
search is a valuable tool in tackling 
criminality. However, Thames Valley Police 
recognises that its use must be carefully 
applied to ensure lawfulness and minimise 
disproportionality." 

He said the commission praised the 
training given to officers and the monitoring 
carried out by the management team. 

He said: "It has been made clear to all 
officers in Thames Valley Police that stop 
and search is a power that is to be used 
sensitively and only where there are 
reasonable grounds for doing so, and this is 
reflected by the results achieved. 

"As a force we are focusing on training 
and making sure that every stop and search 
is lawful, proportionate and necessary. 

"This has resulted in a reduction in the 
number of searches, an increase in positive 
outcomes and a reduction in race 
disproportionality."

In January, police chiefs defended the 
force's use of stop and search powers for 
black and Asian people after figures showed 
they were not meeting the targets set by the 
equality organisation. 

Searches of black and Asian people in 
Oxford had gone up from July to September 
last year, compared to the previous three 
months. 

The target is that for every 1,000 white 
people, one should be stopped and 
searched. 

And guidelines state that no more than 
3.2 black people and 1.5 Asians should be 
stopped and searched out of every 1,000. 

But the figure for stop and searches for 
black people was 3.4 across the force and 
3.7 in Oxford. 

John Wadham, general counsel of the 
commission, said: "We are greatly 
encouraged by the efforts of Thames Valley 
Police. 

"The force's results show that the police 
can use intelligence to target stops and 
searches better. We hope their example will 
result in better policing, and, in turn, 
increased public confidence in the service." 



Stricter school inspections start 


SAMARITANS 


SATISFACTORY is no longer good 
enough. That is what Oxfordshire 
schools will hear when they face 
Ofsted inspections under the new 
framework, launched this week. 

Up until now, schools received 
one of four Judgements - 
outstanding, good, satisfactory or 
inadequate. Inadequate schools 
were issued with notices to improve 
or placed in special measures. 

Now, 'requires improvement' will 
replace the 'satisfactory' Judgement 
and schools receiving this grading 


will get support from Ofsted to drive 
standards until they meet the criteria 
to be Judged 'good'. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
education cabinet member Melinda 
Tilley welcomed the new regime. 

She said: "If you tell people they 
are satisfactory they assume 
everything is all right and I don't 
think some of those Judged as 
satisfactory are all right. This new 
Judgement will make people think a 
bit about what they need to do." 

Schools will also have less 


warning of inspections, only being 
told inspectors are coming the 
afternoon before the visit. 

Previously schools had between 
one and two days' notice. 

Schools that are currently rated 
satisfactory will be given a clean 
slate before their next inspection, 
while those judged inadequate and 
given a notice to improve will be 
treated as having serious weaknesses. 

Figures show 63 per cent of 
Oxfordshire schools are rated 
outstanding or good.

Couple bring 
curtain down

FRED Temlett and his wife 
Valerie loved the theatre so 
much they decided to create 
one in their own home. 

Since 1971 the couple have been 
staging plays and musicals in their 
Grade II listed home to full houses. 

Mrs Temlett, a former dancer, 
reckons to have directed nearly 100 
productions, while her husband, a 
retired teacher, acted as stage man¬ 
ager and made the scenery. 

But at the age of 91, Mr Temlett 
has decided the time has arrived to 
bring the curtain down on the 
remarkable theatre at The Grange in 
Little Tew, set in the heart of the 
north Oxfordshire countryside. 

"We decided we were getting a 
bit too old to continue running it," 
said Mr Temlett. "It was getting a bit 
too demanding and I have been in 
and out of hospital. The house is 
such a big place to take care of any¬ 
way, with over 20 rooms" 

The 70-seat theatre was created in 
what used to be the single storey ser¬ 
vants' buttery of the rambling 170- 
year-old house, a former rectory. 

But now theTemletts are to turn it 
into accommodation for a live-in 
carer, which the couple say they 
now need. 

A planning application was 
approved on Monday, September 10 
by West Oxfordshire District 
Council, allowing them to undertake 
the conversion. 

The seats where thousands of 
people enjoyed professional and 
amateur performances over the 
decades, have already gone. 

The sound of applause and laugh¬ 
ter have long gone but half a life¬ 
time of drama has left the couple 
with wonderful memories - 
although Mrs Temlett struggles to 
remember all the hundreds of actors 
to have trodden the boards at The 
Grange. 

Photographs of the Barretts of 
Wimpole Street and other past pro¬ 
ductions adorn the walls of the 
charming theatre bar, created next 
door to the theatre. 

And it wasn't just full length plays 
performed here: over the years the 
Grange has seen pantomimes, clas¬ 


sical concerts and folk nights. 

As well as directing and oversee¬ 
ing the costumes, Mrs Temlett even 
wrote some of the plays herself. 

"We always sold out. People 
would travel here from Oxford, 
Banbury, Burford, Coventry and 
Stratford," said Mr Temlett, who 
taught engineering at Banbury 
School. 

"We enlisted our own actors and 
actresses. But we would also see 
amateur groups like the Banbury 
Cross Players and Banbury Operatic 
Society. 

"My wife chose all the plays. We 
would do Noel Coward classics and 
modern stuff. We put on everything 
from Shakespeare to comedy by 
Neil Simon. 

"After covering expenses, the 
money went to children's charities. I 
believe we must have raised over 
£10,000 down the years." 

They assembled an impressive 
group of volunteers, who happily 
worked as lighting engineers, helped 
with costumes and acted as front-of- 
house staff. 

TheTemletts acquired The Grange 
in 1956, set in impressive grounds, 
after it had fallen into a bad state of 
disrepair. The building was listed in 
1987. 


The theatre took six months to 
develop. Although work had 
involved lowering a floor to create a 
stage, the buttery conversion cost 
only £400. They secured the theatre 
seats from an old cinema in 
Trowbridge, that happened to be 
closing. The old library was convert¬ 
ed into a bar and another room was 
made over for use as a coffee 
lounge. 

When it first opened virtually all 
of their free time was spent arrang¬ 
ing productions, rehearsing, build¬ 
ing sets or performing. 

Mrs Temlett, who once regularly 
performed in Welsh theatres, said: 
"A performance of Romeo and Juliet 
ten years ago is one that remains 
with me. We have had some well 
known names here such as Martin 
Jarvis and Pam Ayres." 

The theatre was once regularly 
used for BBC radio recordings on 
programmes such as With Great 
Pleasure, before invited audiences. 

The last production came three 
years ago with the play The Shell 
Seekers. 

As the curtain came down, the 
pair instinctively knew that the show 
had come to an end. 

Mr Temlett said: "It was quite 
emotional."

■ New register reveals Oxfordshire MPs' income from other jobs 

Banbury MP top of 
outside earners list

BANBURY MP Sir Tony Baldry has 
topped the list of Oxfordshire MPs' 
published financial interests. 

The House of Commons updates the 
records, which detail MPs outside earn¬ 
ings, monthly. 

Previously, they only had to name 
their outside employers and director¬ 
ships in the Register of Members' 
Interests, and give an indication of how 
much they were paid if the work was 
related to their job as an MP. 

But after the expenses scandal they 
now must reveal how much they earn 
from other jobs, how many hours they 
worked, and who paid them, even if the 
work does not relate to their political 
role. 

Sir Tony declared 10 payments of 
£3,333 each for attending meetings and 
advising on business opportunities in 
his role as deputy chairman of Woburn 
Energy Pic, in London. 

He received directors' fees of 
£30,000 from Taha & Partners Ltd an 
investment and business development 
company in Iraq and HCFI Limited, a

publicly quoted company in Egypt, 
alongside his work as a practising bar¬ 
rister, arbitrator and mediator. 

He also declares his role as an exec¬ 
utive partner in Diamond Film 
Partnership, a partnership promoting 
UK film and television production 
rights, payments to employ a £700-a- 
month research assistant for work with 
the Associate All-Party Lighting Group, 
and overseas visits paid for by the 
Shaheed Nanak Singh Foundation to 
Delhi and Patiala. 

Sir Tony said: "When, nearly 30 years 
ago, I was elected as the Member of 
Parliament for Banbury, I was a practis¬ 
ing barrister and a company director. 

"With the exception of the eight 
years in which I was a Government 
Minister, I have throughout my years in 
Parliament continued to practise at the 
Bar and be a company director. 

"For the avoidance of any doubt, at 
the last General Election, I made it clear 
in my election address, that if re-elect¬ 


ed, I intended to continue to practise as 
a barrister and act as a company direc¬ 
tor." 

The latest records show Wantage MP 
Ed Vaizey has declared no financial 
interests, and neither has Oxford East 
MP Andrew Smith. 

Nicola Blackwood, for Oxford West 
and Abingdon, declared donations from 
the USA Department of State totalling 
£4,271 for an International Visitor 
Leadership Program trip in May. 

She also declared a donation of 
£2,239.89 from Save the Children, 
which paid for a visit to South Sudan. 

Prime Minister and Witney MP David 
Cameron has to date declared honorary 
membership of the Ellesborough Golf 
Club, to the value of £1,1 70 a year, and 
discounted personal training sessions to 
the value of £4,475. 

But he adds: "I have made a person¬ 
al donation to a charity of my trainer's 
choice." 

He also declares property in London, 
from which rental income is received.

Air ambulance is 
near £4m target 

■ The air ambulance service will soon 
be able to fund specialist doctors on 
flights if it reaches a £4m donation 
target. 

The Thames Valley and Chiltern Air 
Ambulance (TVCAA) also hopes to fly 
longer hours if it can reach the figure 
through public donations. 

It costs the service, which covers 
Berkshire, Oxfordshire and 
Buckinghamshire, more than £2,000 
for every mission, with about three 
deployments a day. 

The TVCAA relies entirely on public 
donations. 


■ Council likely to face bill in aiding scheme 

Taxpayers may 
take the cost of 
electrifying rail 


COUNTY taxpayers could end 
up footing the bill for work to 
electrify railways through 
Oxfordshire. 

Network Rail is due to start the 
process of electrification of railways 
through the county in order to 
introduce electric trains on some 
routes, and highways works may 
have to be carried out by the county 
council at the same time. 

They hope to introduce electric 
trains on key routes such as the 
Oxford to London Rail route and 
East-West rail route via Bicester to 
Milton Keynes. 

In a report, the council's 
environment and economy director 
Mark Kemp said the authority was 
likely to face costs. 

He said: "Depending on the 
nature of the works required by 
Network Rail to the bridges, these 
could include raising of the

highway, installation of safety 
barriers, installation of traffic 
management, potentially including 
traffic signals, and/or other works to 
the highway. 

"In addition, construction works 
may require temporary stopping up 
of the highway, with resultant 
diversions for traffic. 

"Whilst the detail of the 
programme of bridge works is still 
being developed, it is clear that 
there will be resource and financial 
implications for the county council. 

"It is currently unclear whether 
Network Rail will compensate the 
county council for any of our staff 
costs involved in helping facilitate 
their electrification scheme, or 
whether they will be paying any 
commuted sums for any additional 


highway maintenance liabilities that 
may arise as a direct result." 

Network Rail spokesman Chris 
Denham said: "We're at an early 
stage with our plans to electrify the 
line through Oxford and, in line 
with government's aspirations to 
reduce the cost of running and 
maintaining the railway, it's essential 
the upgrade is delivered efficiently. 

"Our starting point is to modify 
bridges and structures on a like-for- 
like basis. However, we do 
recognise that in some cases wider 
improvement work will be 
necessary and this will be identified 
as the detailed plans emerge. 

"We're also speaking to councils 
to understand more about their 
aspirations for the road bridges in 
the area so that, wherever possible, 
our work can be combined and 
disruption to local communities 
minimised."

TENANT DEMAND INCREASES YET BTL FINANCE GETS SCARCER 


Landlords’ confidence in buy-to-let has been bolstered by strong 
tenant demand but concerns are growing about the difficulty in raising 
mortgages and their costs. 

Exactly half of landlords who have recently attempted to raise mortgage 
finance think it is more difficult to secure than a year ago, while only 11% 
believe it is now easier to obtain mortgage finance. 

The cost of finance also remains an issue, with 45% of landlords who have 
recently taken out a mortgage reporting that monthly payments are more 
expensive than 12 months ago. 

Despite these difficulties, nearly half (48%) of the 1464 landlords polled in 
August 2012 by LSL believe that now is a good time to invest in property, 
while less than 1% think it is now a good time to reduce their portfolios. 

Four-fifths of landlords who think now is a good time to buy rental property 
cited attractive property prices, while 53% mentioned strong tenant demand. 

Maria Lucas, Managing Director of Let Lucas Rental Specialists said: “House 


prices are subdued in many parts of the county yet tenant demand is still 
growing. This is presenting landlords with the opportunity to secure strong 
yields on properties, and boosting confidence in buy-to-let as a long-term 
investment.” 

In the past six months, 44% of landlords have seen a rise in tenant demand, 
while just 1% have seen a decrease in demand. Investors expect this growth 
to continue. Two-thirds of landlords anticipate demand will increase further in 
the next 12 months. 

Four in ten landlords expect to increase rents over the next year, with just one 
in a hundred investors expecting they will reduce rents. Those expecting to 
raise rents anticipate they will do so by an average of 4.5%.
